Dr.  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson,  pres- 
ident of  Brigham  Young  Univ- 
ersity, will  conduct  the  plane- 
tarium ceremonies  atop  the  East 
Dome  of  Eyring  Science  Center. 

The  dome  exterior  of  the  plan- 
etarium is  covered  with  ribbed 
embossed  illuminum  sheeting 
and  the  interior  is  finished  with 
acoustical  plaster. 

Inside,  the  $5500  Spitz  optical 
projector  creates  an  illusion  of 
the  sky. 

The  projector  can  best  be  des- 
cribed as  a many  sided  sphere, 
a ball  with  the  roundness  pared 
away.  The  surface  is  covered 
with  what  would  appear  to  be 
pin  holes  through  which  the 
light  shines  to  project  stars  on 
the  interior  of  the  dome. 

Numerous  small  lenses  which 
project  the  larger  stars  are  at- 
tached to  this  sphere  as  well. 
The  sun,  moon  and  planets  are 
projected  from  other  large  len- 
ses attached  to  another  arm  of 
the  projector.

They  were  also  found  guilty  of 
charges  of  extreme  lateness  in 
submitting  a quarterly  financial 
report  to  the  IOC.

LETTERS  UNLIMITED 


Funny  thing  about  letters-to-the-editor — they  give  a news- 
paper office  all  kinds  of  interesting  insight  into  what  readers 
collectively  think  about.  Some  issues  that  an  editor  may  sit 
waiting  to  hear  about  never  develop,  while  otherwise  seemingly 
innocent  items  suddenly  explode  in  his  face. 

Most  often  letters  are  one-sided  on  any  given  issue.  For 
some  reason  readers  build  up  one  side  and  forget  to  write  about 
the  other.  More  often  than  not,  readers  with  the  negative  point 
of  view  are  also  those  who  do  a majority  of  the  writing. 
MECHANICALLY  IMPOSSIBLE 

Because  of  space  limitations,  Universe  readers  don’t  always 
get  a true  picture  of  student  opinion  on  some  issues  (according 
to  letters  sent  in,  at  least).  If  letters  come  in  on  two  sides  of 
an  issue,  with  one  side  grossly  overstated,  it  is  mechanically 
impossible  to  put  in  a true  proportion  of  opinions  in  most  cases. 

Othertimes  readers  write  in  without  having  all  the  facts, 
and  even  with  facts,  reasoning  is  sometimes  faulty.  Anti-Chris- 
tian feelings  are  expressed  because  a student  gets  a traffic  ticket, 
and  other  times,  writers  don’t  really  have  anything  to  say  and 
go  about  saying  it  in  the  longest  fashion  possible. 

LEGITIMATE  COMMENTS 

Fortunately  most  readers  who  write  in  know  what  they 
want  to  say  and  proceed  to  do  it  on  a college  level.  (Surpris- 
ingly enough,  though,  few  letters  are  turned  in  without  serious 
spelling  or  grammatical  mistakes — especially  for  college  level).! 
Most  issues  presented  or  commented  on  are  also  “legitimate,” 
and  have  strong  effect  on  parties  and  individuals  to  whom  they 
apply.  Occasionally,  some  people  get  carried  away  and  let  their  1 
imaginations  run  away  with  them,  but  this  hasn’t  been  a major  i 
problem. 

Recent  surge  of  letters  to  the  Universe  editor  is  a healthy 
sign.  Without  letters-to-the-editor  a paper  has  lost  one  of  its 
prime  contacts  with  the  public.  Many  letters,  however,  are  too 
illegible  or  too  long  (100-150  words  are  recommended)  to  be! 
printed.  Other  letters  are  unsigned  and  go  unread  as  the  result. 
In  the  future,  names  will  also  be  withheld  only  under  unusual 
circumstances  at  the  discretion  of  the  editor.  After  all,  if  some- 
thing is  worth  saying,  the  speaker  should  be  willing  to  stand  by 
i:,  and  Universe  readers  have  been  doing  just  that.
